tion of his duty, or eball aid or incite any 
person’ to assault or resist, or shall refuge to 
aasist any officer or coustable in the execu- 
tion of hia duly when called upon to do,80, 
he ehall be liable to a ponalty not exceeding 
$200, or to imprisonment for aterm uxt ax- 
ceeding three months. A law botter suived 
to meet auch cases as the one which was before 
the Court could hardly be conceived. ‘To fine 
a person ia a good position £5 or £10 ia no 
very serious punishment; to seed him to 
gaol is, except in oxtremely serious cases, 
too heavy an infliction; but a fine of 
$100 to $200 would be exactly tho. kind 
of punishment that would have & proper, 
but not too severe an effect. Tt would pro- 
bably necessitate the borrowing of tho money 
from some,messemate, drawing upon aconfi- 
ding fathor, or otherwisd doing penance for 
the offence among the particular people 
whose opinion would be of most value to the 
offender; sud a salutary caution ;would thus 
‘be administered to keep within the bounds of 
decency and order on futura occasions. 

How, with this law staring him tn tbe face, 
and with tho additional considoration that as 
recently a3 1867 tho law was incroased in se- 
vority by adding the. power to inflict impri- 
sonment with hard labour should the Magis- 
trate eee fit, Mr, May can havo inflicted 80 
trivial a fine as forty shillings, it ia impos- 
sible to understand. Mr; May must assur- 
edly know the paramount necessity for pro- 
tecting the Police in the parformance of their 
duties,’ Unless it be thoroughly known that 
any resistance, either direct or indirect, will 
be severely pusished, the.

Such 
conduct as that indulgo in hus on moro than 
one occasion been visited by Magistrates at 
bome with imprisonment without the option 
of fine—e memorable instance being that of 
a Captain in the Army, who struck a police- 
mati'with his whip or entering the Crystal 
Palace, and who was sent to prison for a fort- 
night, Although this was o severe sentence, 
public opinion fully supported tho Magis: 
trate. But in Hongkong, where we un- 
fortanntely bave all the vices, without any 
of the counterbalancing excellencies of the | 
Baglish régime, a nowinal fine is alone 
imposed. No‘one can fail to consider that 
the punishment is entirely inadequate to 
the offence, which is aggravated by the fact 
that tho offender was a person ofsome educa-

“man, above all, a position where discipline 
and a respect for authority are thought 
to be the Girst essentials. .
